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Baldwin Estate Revives Plan 
To Be Financed By City, 
County and Railroad 

Hope was given for the con¬ 
struction of the lower portion of 
Sierra Madre's projected series 
of storm drains and flood con¬ 
duits, when A. N. Multer, former 
Arcadia mayor, representing the 
Anita Baldwin estate, proposed to 
the City Council Wednesday eve¬ 
ning that a flood control unit be 
constructed on Orange Grove 
avenue in conjunction with the 
Pine Canyon water conduit which 
Pasadena expects to lay through 
this city in the near future. 

For some years it has been 
planned that the city be sup¬ 
ported by Arcadia, the Baldwin 
Kanch, the Santa Fe railway and 
the county in combatting the sea¬ 
sonal injury done all of them by 
uncontrolled water. At two points, 
Sunnyside and Orange Grove and 
Baldwin and Orange Grove, all 
the winter drain south of Grand 
View rushes south to cut gullies 
in the Baldwin property, wash 
silt over Foothill boulevard and 
the Santa Fe tracks, and com¬ 
pletely go to waste from a stand¬ 
point of water conservation. 

The proposed drainage project 
would divert the water east to 
the Santa Anita Wash, where it 
would beneficially sink into the 
underground basin that supplies 
both Sierra Madre and Arcadia 
with irrigation and drinking 
water. It will, if brought to com¬ 
pletion, supplement the Little 
Santa Anita dam, which affords 
the city’s spreading grounds with 
water from the 1684 acres of 
watershed territory in the Lit¬ 
tle Santa Anita canyon area; 
and the proposed Grand View 
avenue conduit, which would con¬ 
nect with the Sycamore conduit 
from the dam. 

A third conduit on Central ave¬ 
nue will eventually care for all 
the flood water run-off and pro¬ 
vide the final link in a city-wide 
system of flood control anil water 
conservation. 

Former Mayor Multer asked 
for a conference with the City 
Council and representatives of 
the county and the Santa Fe for 
the purpose of discussing the 
Orange Grive avenue project be¬ 
fore a right of way is given 
Pasadena for its water conduit. 

A coptract was submitted to 
the City Council for approval 
Wednesday night by the City of

He visited several of the State 
buildings and thought the Cali¬ 
fornia building was easily first 
in arrangement and display. 

Mr. Pritchard made the trip 
by bus both ways and would 
commend it to anyone. “It af¬ 
fords good air, good sightseeing 
possibilities," he said, “especially 
good opportunities to sue the more 
beautiful parts of cities and the 
country.

largely obliterate Sierra Madre's 
unemployment problem and pro¬ 
vide improvement of its five and 
one-half miles of dirt streets with 
consequence increased real estate 
values will be under way. 

When the petitions are submti- 
ted to Council, with the neces¬ 
sary SO per cent of owner’s 
names and 51 per cent of prop¬ 
erty represented, the city will be 
prepared to proceed with the 
job. 

Streets are to be improved, the 
petitions set forth, between curbs 
with No. 3 rock and oil macadam, 
and concrete curbs will be con¬ 
structed where none now exist. 
The work will all be carried on 
in accord with the act of the last 
legislature making a State law 
for the Sixth Class cities of an 
ordinance employed here by 
which several streets were im¬ 
proved at an unprecedently low 
cost. 

Telling of his success with the 
first NRA petition, M. A. Wood¬ 
ward, local attorney, who is one 
of the volunteer force of NRA 
petition bearers, said: "In the 
unreasonable event that this pro¬ 
ject is not carried through-—the 
city must still care for the un¬ 
employed—more now than ever. 
But without such an unselfish 
enterprise of public works to take 
advantage of the NRA drive, 
some other means of caring for 
them would have to be devised— 
and the people will not get their 
streets paved. It is as though 
the property owners were being 
handed a silver platter that solved 
the unemployed problem at the 
same time it presented them with 
valuable property improvement 
assets at a ridiculously low 
figure." 

In commenting on the extreme 
importance that attends the com¬ 
plete success of the street peti¬ 
tions Harold Roberts, Kiwanian 
NRA representative states: "It 
took me a long time to realize 
that such low figures were 
actually true in connection with 
this improvement work being of¬ 
fered to the property owners. 

“The big thing about this en¬ 
terprise is the complete lack of 
political red-tape. Much depends 
on getting these petitions put 
over, for the project appears to 
be the only way out of the pres¬ 
ent unemployment situation. In¬ 
asmuch as it was at a Kiwanis 
meeting that the NRA committee 
was first suggested and discussed, 
we feel as though this plan is 
a sort of foster-child of the club, 
and through our membership we 
are doing our very best to make it 
a success.

Urge 107 More CCC 
Camps In Southland 
During The Winter 


The establishment of 107 new 
Civilian Conservation Corps camps 
in California for use during the 
coming winter months is being 
urged by the California State 
Chamber of Commerce before the 
Director of Emergency Conserva¬ 
tion work in Washington. It is 
stated that many of the camps 
now in operation in the northwest 
and middlewest will have to be 
abandoned soon because of 
weather conditions, and Southern 
California may take over the bur¬ 
den of the work if camps are 
provided. 

During the eighteen months 
period scheduled a program of 
forest improvement and fire’ pre¬ 
vention, originally estimated as 
requiring ten years to complete, 
will be practically finished. A 
total of 381 miles of forest roads 
have already been constructed 
and improved by the corps, and 
in addition the youths have built 
82 miles of fire breaks, 77 miles 
of fire lanes, cleared 99 miles of 
rodsides of inflammable material, 
cleared 2,599 acres of public camp

The subject was to have 
been brought up this week but 
was delayed because of the ab¬ 
sence of Supervisor Baine on his 
vacation .He will be gone until 
next Monday and the matter will 
probably be decided immediately 
upon his return. 

Puente, Alhambra, Monterey 
Park and other towns have pro¬ 
tested the proposed change be¬ 
cause of the fear that with its 
big voting population Pasadena 
would dominate the district and 
keep in office an official with¬ 
out sympathy and understanding 
of problems arising in the agri¬ 
cultural communities and the 
smaller cities and towns.

IMPORTANT TO KNOW 

YOUR PLANTING SEASONS 

A LL plants have their season 
for resting. They are usually 
transplanted during this rest per¬ 
iod. To study your plants and to 
know your proper planting sea¬ 
son is just as important as soil 
preparation or proper cultivation. 
We have a great diversity of cli¬ 
mates on the Pacific coast, and 
no definite rule can be given to 
cover them all. 

To assist you in your garden¬ 
ing operations consult the plant¬ 
ing charts which are available 
from many reliable sources, and 
also keep a planting chart of 
your own experience dates of 
planting, time of blooming, etc., 
should be recorded, and this in¬ 
formation will be of great assist¬ 
ance in succeeding seasons. If 
you live in a climate such as 
ours where the winters are mild, 
the possibility for continuous 
bloom is an alluring pleasure to 
the home gardener. 

Grow snapdragons during the 
winter months when the weather 
is cool. They are then less prone 
to rust attack. 

Stocks need good drainage— 
their roots should never stand in 
soggy wet ground for any length 
of time. They should be grown 
during the winter months. 

Larkspurs may be planted at 
various times throughout the 
year. All perennials may be 
started during the midsummer or 
fall months for following summer 
bloom. These include Hollyhocks, 
Columbine, Delphinium, Pansies, 
etc. Vine seeds are best planted 
in the late spring when the soil 
is warm. Planted during the win¬ 
ter months, vine seeds will prob¬ 
ably rot and never grow. 

Zinnia seed should be planted 
in warm soil if you are to suc¬ 
ceed in sprouting them. Sweet 
Peas like the cooler weather, 
therefore should be grown during 
the winter months and early 
spring, unless plantings are made 
near the coast where the sum¬ 
mers are cool. 

These are the only few general 
rules—with these few suggestions 
and with the record of your own 
gardening experiences and study 
of your climatic condition, your 
garden operations will be more 
successful and yield you greater 

joy- 


space may be conserved oy sow¬ 
ing carrots and radishes in the 
same row. Onion sets for the 
first green onions, and onion 
seeds for the second and latei 
crop. These onions may be grown 
to maturity if they are not used 
for young green onions. Sow 
radish seeds sparingly and fre¬ 
quently for a continuation of crisp 
fresh radishes. Radishes that are 
left in the ground too long be¬ 
come pithy. 

Do not crowd the plants in 
the row. Be careful in the sowing 
of seed. Avoid planting too thick 
and remember the necessity of 
thinning if you do so. 

Fresh vegetables taken from 
your own garden have a greater 
food value, and are of more de¬ 
licious flavor.

GETTING YOUR WINTER 

VEGETABLES STARTED 

There are many handy vege¬ 
table plants that will withstand 
considerable cold weather and 
frost. Seeds of these may be 
planted during the fall months 
with very good results where the 
winters are mild. The list in¬ 
cludes : beets, carrots, cabbage, 
lettuce, onions, peas, radishes, 
spinach and turnips. Vine seeds, 
being tender, should not be 
planted where there is danger 
of frost. 

In Southern California and 
similar climates, potato planting 
begins in December; sweet corn 
in late February and some of the 
more tender plants such as to¬ 
matoes, peppers, egg-plant, etc., 
are planted in beds during the 
winter months, for transplanting 
to the open ground when all 
danger of frost is past. In the 
home garden it is well to practice 
level planting rather than on 
ridges. 

The soil should be irrigated 
before it is prepared for the seeds 
and the seed should be sown in 
moist soil. In very small gardens

New Tax Plan 
Cuts Levies 
For Schools 

Property Owners Of Every 
City Relieved By Retail 
Sales Tax Proceeds 

Operation of the Riley-Stewart 
taxation plan has cut a big 
figure in the school tax rate of 
Los Angeles county school dis¬ 
tricts. W'ithout exception there 
has been a marked decrease in 
the rate and the amount to be 
raised by local taxation due to 
the fact that the amount form¬ 
erly collected by the county for 
school maintenance is now paid 
by the State out of the fund 
created by the State retail sales 
tax. 

Even with the expense of re¬ 
building and repairing schools 
damaged or destroyed by the 
March quake, communities in the 
Long Beach area find themselves 
greatly relieved. Compton, for in¬ 
stance where the maximum rate 
of $2.72 per $100 of valuation 
prevailed, enjoys a reduction of 
58 cents. The rate in La Verne 
is 80 cents less than last year. 
Sierra Madre enjoys a cut of 44 
cents, from $2.44 to $2 and is 
one of four communities in the 
county where the rate is $2 or 
over on each $100 of assessed 
valuation. The rate fixed for the 
various communities for the year 
follows:

Anxious to clear up sales tax 
administrative difficulties the 
State Board of Equalization 
agreed yesterday in principle 
that a ‘‘split-penny" system would 
provide the only logical solution 
to the present problem.
